the following rules, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These 
rules may be called the National Capital Territory 
of Delhi, Andaman and Nicobar Islands, Laksha¬ 
dweep, Daman and Diu and Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli Police Service Rules, 1998. 
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an officer appointed directly to that 
grade; 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the 
context otherwise requires :— 

(a) “Administrator” means the Administra¬ 
tor appointed under article 239 of the 
Constitution for the Union territories of 
National Capital Territory of Delhi, 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands, Laksha¬ 
dweep, Daman and Diu and Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli, as the case may be; 

(b) “Appointing Authority” in relation to 

any Grade means the authority em¬ 
powered under the Central Civil 

Services (Classification. Control and 
Appeal) Rules, 1965, to make 
appointment to that Grade; 

(c) “appointed day” means the date on 
which these rules shall come into force; 

(d) “Cadre” means the Group of posts in 
the Grade as specified in rule 3 
thereof; 

(e) “Cadre Controlling Authority” means 
the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Home Affairs. 

(f) “Commission” means the Union Public 
Service Commission; 

(g) “duty post” means any post included in 
schedule-1; 

(h) “Government” means the Government 
of India; 

(i) “Grade” means any of the Grades 
specified in rule 3; 

(j) “Schedule” means a Schedule appended 
to these rules; 

(k) “Service” means the National Capital 
Territory of Delhi, Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands, Lakshadweep, Daman 
and Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
Police Service, constituted under rule 
3; 

(l) “Approved service” in relation to any 
grade means period or periods of regu¬ 
lar service rendered in that grade, in¬ 
cluding period or periods of absence 
during which he could have held a post 
on regular basis in that grade but for 
his being on leave or otherwise not 
being available to hold such post, from 
the first day of July of the year— 

(a) following the year in which the

(b) for which the recruitment was made 
on regular basis in respect of an 
officer appointed to thd "rade by 
promotion; 

3. Composition of the Service and its classi¬ 
fication.—1. There shall be constituted a service 
known as the National Capital Territory of Delhi, 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands, Lakshadweep, 
Daman and Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
Police Service consisting of persons appointed to 
the Service under rules 6 and 7. 

2. The Service shall have 3 Grades as specified 
in Schedule I. 

3. The posts in Junior Administrative Grade 
and Grade I (Selection Grade) shall be Central 
Civil Group ‘A’ posts and those in Grade II shall 
be Central Civil Group ‘B’ posts. 

4. Grades strength and its review :—l.The duty 
posts included in the various grades, then numbers 
and scales of pay on the date of commencement of 
these rules shall be as specified in schedule I. 

20 per cent of the sanctioned strength of the posts 
in the service shall be in the Grade f fSelection 
Grade). 

2. Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule 
(1), the Government may,— 

fa) from time to time, make temporary addi¬ 
tions or alterations of the duty posts in 
various grades specified in Schedule I. 

(b) in consultation with the Commission, in¬ 
clude in the service such posts as be deemed 
to be equivalent to the pasts included in 
the service in status, grade, pay scale and 
professional content or exclude from the 
Service a duty post already included in the 
Service; and 

( c) On the recommendation of the appropriate 
Committee specified in schedule IV ap¬ 
point the regular incumbent of the post 
which has been included in the Service as 
a duty post to the appropnat * grade of the 
service and fix his seniority in consultation 
with the appropriate Committee taking into 
account the regular .service rendered in the 
analogous grade. The suitability of the re¬ 
gular incumbent of the po r t which has b°en 
included in the service as a dutv oost is 
assessed by the Committee for inclus’on in 
the service. 

3. Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rules 
21b') and 2fc'), in case anv r “gular incumbent of the 
oost which has been encado^ in 'be service is not 
found curable for anmvptment to the service under 

sob-mle 7 fc~) be will continue to hold the nost and 
for the norrnse the no°t shall treated to buvp bepn 

excluded from the service till it is held bv such in- 
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cumbent. The suitability of such persons for induc¬ 
tion in the service shall be reviewed every year. 

5. Member of the Service :—(l) The following 
persons shall be the members of the Service :— 

(a) Persons appointed to duty posts under rule 
6; and 

(b) Persons appointed to duty posts under 
rule 7. 

(2) A person appointed under clause (a) of sub¬ 
rule (1) shall, on such appointed, be deemed to the 
member of the Service in the appropriate grade ap¬ 
plicable to him in Schedule I. 

(3) A person appointed under clause (b) of sub¬ 
rule (1) shall be the member of the Service in the 
appropriate grade applicable to him in Schedule I 
from the date of such appointment. 

6. Initial constitution of Service :—(1) All exist¬ 
ing officers holding duty posts on regular basis in 
Junior Administrative Grade, Grade-I and Grade-II 
of Delhi, Andaman and Nicobar Islands, Lakshad¬ 
weep, Daman and Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
Police Service shall be members of the Service in the 
respective grades. 

2. All the existing officers of Lakshadweep, Daman 
and Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveli holding posts 
on regular basis which have been encadred in the 
service shall continue to be in their respective posts 
and grades as existed before commencement of these 
rules till they become members of the service after 
their suitability has been assessed bv the appropriate 
Committee specified in scheduIe-IV.

(3) Die regular continuous service of officers re¬ 
ferred to in sub-rule (1) and f2) before the com¬ 
mencement of these rules shall count for the purpose 
of probation, qualifying service for promotion, con¬ 
firmation and pension in the service. 

(4) To the extent the Controlling Authority is not 
able to fill authorised tegular strength of various 
grades in accordance with the provisions of this rule, 
the same shall be filled in accordance with the pro¬ 
vision of rules 7 and 8. 

7. Future maintenance of the Service :—fl) The 
vacancies in any of the grades referred to in Schedule 
I after the initial constitution under rule 6, shall be 
filled in the manner hereinafter provided in this rule. 

(2) (a) 50 per cent of the vacancies in Grade II 
of the Service shall be filled bv direct recruitment on 
the basis of the Civil Services Examination conducted 
by the Commission; and 

fb) 50 per cent o f the vacancies in Grade II of the 
Service shall be fi'led by selection amongst officers 
holding posts mentioned in Schedule II with 3 years 


regular service in the grade on the basis of the re¬ 
commendation of the appropriate committee specified 
in Schedule-IV. 

NOTE : The eligibility list for promotion shall be 
prepared with reference to the date of completion 
of the qualifying service in the respective grade]post. 
If the crucial date for one or more officers coming 
from different sources is one and the same, the offi¬ 
cer senior in age will be placed higher in the eligi¬ 
bility list. 

(3) All the vacancies in the grades of Junior Ad¬ 
ministrative Grade and the Selection Grade shall be 
filled by promotion from amongst the officers in the 
immediate lower grade, with minimum qualifying ser¬ 
vice as specified in Schedule III. 

(4) The induction or promotion to all the Grades 
shall be made by selection on merit except in the 
Grade I of the service, in which case the appointment 
shall be made in consultation with the Commission 
in the order of seniority subject to rejection of unfit. 
The screening of the eligbiility for appointment to 
Grade T of the Service will be done by the Departj- 
mental Promotion Committee concerned before the 
list alongwith the relevant records is sent for Com¬ 
mission’s consideration. The Commission, if consi¬ 
dered necessary, may make appropriate changes in 
the list. 

(S') The selection in each case under sub-rule (4) 
shall be on the recommendations of the Departmen¬ 
tal Promotion Committee constituted in accordance 
with Schedule-IV.

8. Filling of Duty posts by deputation :—Notwith¬ 
standing anything contained in Rule 7, where the 
Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or 
expedient to do so, it may for reasons to be recorded 
in writing and in consultation with the Union Public 
Service Commission, fill a duty post in any grade by 
transfer on deputation including short + eim contact 
for a period not exceeding 3 years which may in 
special circumstances be extended upto 5 years. The 
qualification, experience and the eligibility service re- 
nuired for appointment to anv grade of the Service 
under these rules shall be decided by the Government 1 
m co nsultation with the Commission on each occasion. 

9. Seniority ;——(1) The relative seniority of mem¬ 
bers of the Service appointed to a grade of the Ser¬ 
vice. at the time of initial constitution of the Service 
under rule 6, shall be as obtaining on the date of 
commencement of these rules. 

Provided that if the seniority of any such member 
bad not been specifically determined on the said date, 
+ he same shall be as determined on the basis of the 
rales Governing the fixation of seniority as were ap¬ 
plicable to the members of the Service prior to the 
commencement of these rules. 
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(2) The seniority of persons recruited to the Ser¬ 
vice after the initial constitution shall be determined 
in accordance with the general instructions issued by 
the Government in the matter from time to time. 

10. Probation :—(1) Every officer on appoint¬ 
ment to Grade-H of the Service either by direct re¬ 
cruitment cr by promotion shall be on probation for 
a period of 2 years : 

Provided that the Controlling Authority may ex¬ 
tend the period of probation in accordance with the 
instructions issued by the Government from time to 
time in this behalf. 

(2) On completion of the period of probation or 
any extension thereof, directly recruited officers shall, 
if considered fit for permanent appointment, be con¬ 
firmed in terms of the extant orders of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

(3) If, during the period of probation or any ex¬ 
tension thereof, as the case may be, Government is 
of the opinion that an officer is not fit for permanent 
appointment, Government may discharge the officer 
or revert him to the post held by him prior to his 
appointment in the Service, as the case may be. 

(4) During the period of probation or any exten¬ 
sion thereof an officer may be required by Govern¬ 
ment to undergo such courses of training or to pass 
such examination or tests (including examination in 
Hindi) as the Government may deem fit, as condi¬ 
tion for satisfactory completion of probation. 

(5) As regards other matters relating to proba¬ 
tion, the members of the Service shall be governed 
by the orders or instructions issued by the Govern¬ 
ment in this regard from time to time. 

11. Appointment to Service :—All appointments 
to the Service shall be made by the Appointing Au¬ 
thority to Junior Administrative Grade, Grade! 
(Selection Grade) or Grade-II of the Service and not 
against any specific post included in the Service. 

12. Posting :—Every racmt^r of the Service allo¬ 
cated to an Administration shall, unless he is ap¬ 
pointed to the Ex-cadre post, or is otherwise not 
available for holding a duty post owing to the exi¬ 
gencies of the Public Service, be posted against a 


duty post under the Administration by the Adminis¬ 
trator concerned. 

13 . Allocation of members of the Service :—The 
Central Government shall allocate a member of the 
Service to the Administrations of the Union Terri¬ 
tories of Delhi, Andaman and Nicobar Islands, Lak¬ 
shadweep, Daman and Diu and Qadra and Nagar 
Haveli for being posted under the prospective Ad¬ 
ministration. 

14. Disqualification :—No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a mar¬ 
riage with a person having a spouse living; 
ori 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered 
into or contracted a marriage with any 
person, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the Service : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that such marriage is permissible under per¬ 
sonal law applicable to such persons and the other 
party to the marriage and that there are other 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

15. Other conditions of Service :—The conditions 
of service of members of the Service in respect of 
matters for which no specific provision has been made 
in these rules, shall be the same as are applicable, 
from time to time, to officers of equivalent rank of 
the Central Government. 

16. Power to relax :—Where the Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
and in consultation with the Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

17 . Saving a—Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations, relaxation in age limit and other con¬ 
cessions required to be provided for the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special cate¬ 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Government from time to time in this regard. 

18. Interpretation :—If any question arises rela¬ 
ting to the interpretation of these rules, it shall be 
decided by the Government in consultation with the 
Commission.

G.S.R. 168.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the All India Services 
Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation with the State Governments concerned, hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Indian Administrative Service (Pay) Rules, 1954, namely 

1, (1) These rules may be called the Indian Administrative Service (Pay) Fifth Amendment Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force from the first day of August, 1997. 


2. In the Indian Administrative Service (Pay) Rules, 1954 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), for rule 
9C, the following rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“9C. Regulation of pay of members of Service appointed to hold posts under the Central Government 
carrying the scale of pay of Rs. 14300-400-18300.—Notwithstanding anything contained in rules 8 and 9, a 
member of the Service appointed to hold a post under the Central Government in the scale of pay of Rs. 14300- 
400-18300 shall draw his grade pay plus Central (Deputation on Tenure) Allowance at the rate of fifteen per 
cent of the grade pay subject to a maximum of rupees one thousand per mensem. 

Explanation :—The Central (Deputation on Tenure) Allowance under this ruie shall be admissible to a 
member of the Service only during the normal tenure of deputation”. 


3. In Schedule III to the said rules, under the heading C. Posts carrying pay above the time-scale or Central 
(Deputation on Tenure) Allowance in addition to pay in the time scale under the Central Government when held 
by members of the Service, for S. Nos. 4, 5 and 6 and the entries relating thereto, the following S. Nos. and the en¬ 
tries shall be substituted, namely 


“4. Director to the Government Selection Grade Fifteen per cent of the grade pay subject 

of India (Rs. 15100-400-18300) to the maximum of Rs. one thousand 

per mensem. 
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5. Deputy Secretary to the Go- (i) Selection Grade. Fifteen per cent of the grade pay subject to 

vemment of India (Rs. 15100-400-18300) the maximum of Rs. one thousand per 

mensem. 

OR 

(ii) Junior Administrative Grade Fifteen per cent of the grade pay subject to 
(Rs. 12750-375-16500) the maximum of Rs. one thousand per 

mensem and further subject to the con¬ 
dition that pay plus Central (Deputation 

on Tenure) Allowance shall not exceed 
the maximum of the scale. 

6 . Under Secretary to the Go- (j) Junior Administrative Grade Fifteen per cent of the grade pay subject to 

vemment of India (Rs. 12750-375-16500) the maximum of Rs. eight hundred per 

mensem and further subject to the con¬ 
dition that pay plus Central (Deputa¬ 
tion on Tenure) Allowance shall not 
exceed the maximum of the scale.

(ii) Senior Time Scale. Fifteen per cent of the grade pay subject to 

(Rs. 10650-325-15850) the maximum of rupees eight hundred 

per mensem and further subject to the 
condition that pay plus Central (Depu¬ 
tation on Tenure) Allowance shall not 
exceed the maximum of the scale.” 


EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Central Government has decided to implement the recommendations made by the Fifth Central Pay 
Commission relating to the grant of Central (Deputation on Tenure) Allowance in respect of the All India Services 
with effect from the 1st day of August, 1997. With a view to implement this decision, the Indian Administrative 
Service (Pay) Rules, 1954 are being amended accordingly with effect from the 1st day of August, 1997, 

It is certified that no member of the Indian Administrative Service is likely to be adversely affected by giving 
retrospective effect to these rules.

G.S.R. 169.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the All India Services Act, 
1951 (64 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation with the State Governments concerned, hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Indian Police Service (Pay) Rules, 1954. namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Police Service (Pay) Twentieth Amendment Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force from the first day of August. 1997. 

2. In the Indian Police Service (Pay) Rules, 1954 (hereinafter referred to as the said ru’es, for rule 9C, the 
following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“9C. Regulation of pay of members of the Service appointed to hold posts under the Central Government 
carrying the scale cf pay of Rs. 14300-400-18300—Notwithstanding anything contained in rules 8 and 9, 
a member of the service appointed to hold a post under the Central Government in the scale of pay of 
Rs. 14300-400-18300 shall draw his grade pay plus Central (Deputation on Tenure) Allowance at the 
rate of fifteen per cent of the grade pay subject to a maximum of rupees one thousand per mensem. 
Explanation :— The Central (Deputation on Tenure) Allowance under this rule shall be admissible to a 
member of the Service only during the normal tenure of deputation.” 

3. In Schedule III to the said rules, under the heading C. Posts carrying pay above the time scale or Central 
(Deputation on Tenure) Allowance in addition to pay in the time scale under the Central Government when held 
by member of Service, under column 5, against SI. No. 1 to 13 , for the figures “500” , “400” and “200” , wherever 
they occur, the figures “1000”, “800” and “400” shall respectively be substituted. 

4. In Schedule III to the said rules, under the heading D. Posts in the Central Secretariat 
carrying pay above the time-scale or Central (Deputation on Tenure); Allowance in addition to the time scale 
when held by members of the Service—
